
Vigilantes 
'will switch 
town street 
lights back 
on 1 claim 



A GROUP of vigilante elec¬ 
tricians is preparing to take 
to Northampton's streets to 
switch back on street lights 
turned off by the county 
council. 

Over the past few months, North¬ 
amptonshire County Council has 
switched off half the county’s 66,000 
street lights as part of a scheme to 
save £2 million. 

But in response, an unknown 
group of activists in Northampton 
have now trained as electricians and 
are planning to take to the streets to 


switch the lamps back on. 

Despite being condemned by the 
council, the group has been backed 
by Councillor Tony Clarke ( Ind, 
Castle). 

While the politician has not re¬ 
vealed who members of the group 
are, he said that as long as they 
were properly trained and could do 
the job safely, they had his support. 

He said: “These people have been 
very clear in their intentions and 
that they’re qualified to switch the 
lights back on. 

“I think their plans are borne 
out of frustration and we should 


just thank our lucky stars it’s being 
done by trained individuals. 

“Nobody wants untrained mem¬ 
bers of the public messing about 
with the lights, but if it’s done prop¬ 
erly, they have my blessing.” 

The group is not yet believed 
to have tampered with any of the 
county’s lights, but it is thought 
they plan to start work in North¬ 
ampton soon. 

Council officials who have been 
made aware of the vigilante plans 
warned tampering with the lights 
could be dangerous. 

A spokesman for the authority 


said: “It’s extremely disappointing 
that people are considering taking 
this action. Not only is tampering 
with street lights without proper 
knowledge and training dangerous, 
it will mean a further cost to tax¬ 
payers to correct the changes. 

“The switch-off programme was 
carefully developed in conjunction 
with the police and a great deal of 
consideration was given to ensure 
the right lights were switched off. 
We’ve also set-up a process for any¬ 
one who wants to raise an issue re¬ 
garding switched off street lights 
and we ask people to follow this.” 


New crime unit 
formed by police 

ONE of the biggest crime fight¬ 
ing agencies in the country was 
launched this week to find mur¬ 
derers and track drug gangs 
across the East Midlands. 

The combined major crime unit 
and serious and organised crime 
team marks the latest collabo¬ 
ration between police forces in 
Northamptonshire, Derbyshire, 
Leicestershire, Lincolnshire and 
Nottinghamshire. 

The new unit, the biggest of its 
kind in the country, is set to save 
around £26 million for the cash- 
strapped forces over the next four 
years.

Primary, Kingsley Primary, Stand- 
ens Barn Primary, Sunnyside Pri¬ 
mary and Weston Favell Primary.

Police chief 
wants more 
recruits 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE'S 
most senior police officer 
said he was hoping to start 
recruiting new officers 
sooner than planned after 
addressing a policing con¬ 
ference at The University of 
Northampton. 

At the two-day conference, 
Chief Constable Adrian Lee said 
the current freeze on recruitment 
at Wootton Hall was not healthy 
for the force. He said he was keen 
to lift the staff freeze as soon as 
possible, as long as the financial 
restrictions placed on the force al¬ 
lowed police bosses to do so. 

Mr Lee said: “We are not recruit¬ 
ing currently but that is not a good 
plan. If we can improve the finan¬ 
cial situation then I would want 
to start recruiting earlier than we 
are planning to do at the minute.” 

The university, which runs a pi¬ 
oneering foundation degree in po¬ 


licing, is hosting the conference, 
called ‘Police Learning: Profes- 
sionalisation and Partnerships’. 
It is the second time the national 
annual conference has been held 
and the first time it has been held 
in Northamptonshire. 

Mr Lee said the future of the 
partnership between the North¬ 
amptonshire Police and the uni¬ 
versity was crucial to the training 
of new police officers. A recent 
government report recommended 
officers should in future pass a 
university foundation degree in 
policing before being employed by 
police. 

The University of Northampton 
is one of the few places in the coun¬ 
try to run the pioneering course. 

Vice Chancellor Professor Nick 
Petford said: “We are proud of it 
because it is a novel course, it is 
a ground-breaking course and we 
are proud of it because the success 
rate is very high.” 


Night run debut to 
promote culture 


A NIGHT run will take place in 
Northampton for the first time 
next month. 

As part of the Igniting Ambi¬ 
tion Festival, a 3km run is due to 
be held on the night of Saturday, 
October 29, around the town cen¬ 
tre which will include all of North¬ 
ampton’s key cultural landmarks. 

The proposed route will feature 
a mix of digital lighting installa¬ 
tions, live music and performanc¬ 
es, a giant LED screen, exhibitions 
and Market Square illuminations.

Farm) said: “Northampton has a 
fantastic heritage reflecting the 
town’s historical past, including 
the Market Square, The Guildhall, 
All Saints Church and Sessions 
House. Night Run Northampton 
therefore provides the opportuni¬ 
ty for us to show off and celebrate 
this great town’s heritage and cul¬ 
tural assets to residents and visi¬ 
tors alike in advance of the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic and Paralympic 
Games.”

He said: “I think it was 
high jinks rather than any¬ 
thing else, as we know the 
puppet was stolen after the 
local pubs shut. 

“But we would like it to 
be returned as the owner is 
92-years-old and in ill health 
and the puppet has large sen¬ 
timental value to him. 

“I also fail to see why any¬ 
one would want to steal Mr 
Starmer’s scarecrow”

Residents ready 
for new round of 
housing battle 


CAMPAIGNERS who 
thought they had won 
their battle against a con¬ 
troversial housing scheme 
only two months ago have 
expressed shock at news 
the plans were now back 
on the cards. 

After years of fighting plans 
to build more than 1,000 houses 
on Buckton Fields, in Brampton 
Lane, Whitehills, people who 
live close to the site thought they 
had won their battle when Dav- 
entry District council’s planning 
committee blocked the scheme 
in July by a majority of nine to 
two. 

But now it has been revealed 
that developers The Ensign 
Group have re-submitted their 
plans to build 1,050 houses on 
the site. The plans, along with 
a further scheme to build 376 


houses on just one section of the 
land, will be discussed during 
a special meeting of the coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee next 
month. 

Whitehills and Spring Park 
Residents’ Association member, 
Angela Bartlett, said the news 
would shock many residents. 

She said: “The whole thing 
doesn’t really seem to make 
sense. 

“The planning committee 
made their decision in July and 
they expressed very strong opin¬ 
ions against the development. To 
have it refused and then for it to 
come back to the council seems 
very odd. But we’ll be fighting it 
again.” 

The Conservative MP for 
Northampton North, Michael 
Ellis, also expressed concerns 
about the re-emergence of the 
plans and pledged to support res¬ 


idents who opposed the scheme. 

He said: “It sounds to me as 
if the developers want a second 
bite of the cherry on this one. 

“But there’s still strong local 
opposition. Hundreds of people 
went to the last planning meet¬ 
ing, where it was rejected by a 
large majority, and I know the 
resistance to this project among 
residents is still as potent as 
ever.” 

When the plans were turned 
down by Daventry’s councillors 
in July, they expressed fears 
about the impact the develop¬ 
ment would have on traffic and 
that it would “swamp” nearby 
villages. 

But Ensign believe new plan¬ 
ning policies, drawn up as part 
of the Government’s National 
Planning Policy Framework, 
mean the Buckton Fields scheme 
should be reconsidered.

Hope for skate park 


SKATEBOARDERS from North¬ 
ampton said they were growing 
increasingly confident that plans 
to build a new skatepark in the 
town would be progressed. 

In July, a group of about 40 skaters 
gathered at the Guildhall to tell council¬ 
lors the town urgently needed a dedicated 
skateboard park. 

They lobbied the council amid fears 
that £250,000 which the council had pre¬ 
viously set aside to build a park could be 
scrapped. 

But the authority has now identified a 


site for the park to be built and propos¬ 
als to move the project forward will be 
discussed by the council’s cabinet next 
week. 

The chairman of the Northampton 
Skatepark Action Group, Kevin Charles, 
said the site the council had identified, at 
Midsummer Meadow off Bedford Road, 
was ideal for a skatepark. 

He said: “It’s our number one choice, 
that’s where we wanted to be. 

“Once this has been confirmed by the 
council we can start talking to construc¬ 
tors and fund-raising so we can really get 
things moving.” 


It is hoped the new skatepark will be 
of “international significance” with fa¬ 
cilities good enough to replace Radlands, 
Britain’s first indoor skatepark which 
operated in Kingsthorpe until 2004. Mr 
Charles said: “Originally, we talked about 
opening it in Easter next year. 

“I don’t think that will happen now, but 
I’d like to see it done by the end of the 
summer in 2012. I think that’s a realistic 
timetable.” 

The council’s cabinet is expected to ap¬ 
prove proposals to site the skatepark at 
Midsummer Meadow during a meeting at 
the Guildhall this month.

Household

NOBODY has a job in more than 
one in 10 households in North¬ 
amptonshire, latest employment 
figures showed. 

The Office of National Statistics yes¬ 
terday released the figures for the whole 
of 2010, which showed 33,000 county 
homes were completely jobless, 

It is the equivalent of 14 per cent of 
homes relying on job seeker’s allowance, 
although the figure was slightly less than 
the national average of 18 per cent, 
However, in more positive news for 
the county, 140,000 Northamptonshire 
households had every eligible person 
in employment, just over 60 per cent of 
homes. 

One in four homes had at least one 
person on job seeker’s allowance, which 
accounted for 60.000 homes. 


Paul Griffiths, chief executive of 
Northamptonshire Chamber of Com¬ 
merce said the more positive figures 
showed the county economy was hold¬ 
ing up relatively well, which was a good 
foundation for future business. 

He said: “It’s great to see that, as a 
county, we are above the national av¬ 
erage at 60 per cent for the amount of 
households in which all the residents 
are in work. 

“This is sure to increase even further 
with the planned Enterprise Zone com¬ 
ing to Northampton and creating thou¬ 
sands more jobs by 2015. 

“I am regularly hearing of plans, 
funding and initiatives under way in the 
county to accelerate job creation, and 
I firmly believe that things are really 
lookins un for our local economv.”

Taxi fare 
frozen 


HACKNEY Carriage 
drivers have voted 
against increasing taxi 
fares despite spiralling 
fuel costs. 

At an annual meet¬ 
ing of the Northampton 
Hackney Carriage Asso¬ 
ciation members agreed 
to keep fares at the cur¬ 
rent level, despite driv¬ 
ers having to deal with 
high petrol prices and 
having to work longer 
hours. 

It means taxi fares 
will have stayed at the 
same level for the last 
four years. 

Chairman of the as¬ 
sociation, Paul Bruere, 


said the decision came 
after drivers agreed to 
continue to work extra 
hours rather than pass 
on the cost at the fore¬ 
court to customers.

Wrapped up in fluffiness 


FRIENDS WITH BENEFITS (15, 
109mins) Comedy/Romance. 
Justin Timberlake, Mila Kunis, Pa¬ 
tricia Clarkson, Woody Harrelson, 
Richard Jenkins, Jenna Elfman, 
Bryan Greenberg. Director: Will 
Gluck. 

W ILL Gluck’s romantic com¬ 
edy wants to have its cake 
and eat it. 

For the opening hour, Friends With 
Benefits rages against the cheesy 
tropes of Hollywood romantic 
comedies, decrying the use of soppy 
music to manipulate an audience’s 
emotions or the last-minute declara¬ 
tions of love in iconic locations that 
result in a Happy Ever After. 

The three screenwriters even have 
their spunky heroine take one de¬ 
spairing look at a poster for the 2009 
film The Ugly Truth on the streets 
of Manhattan and scream: “Shut up 
Katherine Heigl, you stupid liar.” 

So far, so refreshing. 

Then in a staggering volte-face, 
Gluck’s film embraces every one 
of those same conventions and 
contrivances to hopefully bring 
together its two perfectly-matched 
protagonists for a saccharine finale. 
It’s difficult to know whether we 
are witnessing an act of staggering 


arrogance or stupidity on the part 
of the writers, force-feeding us the 
same narrative candy floss we have 
been told, not 30 minutes earlier, is 
ridiculous. 

Friends With Benefits almost gets 
away with the double standards 
because Justin Timberlake and 
Mila Kunis are such an attractive 
pairing. 

They spend a good deal of the film 
naked in bed together and look ex¬ 
tremely comfortable in each other’s 
arms so while the film’s methods 
might be questionable, we’re not 
averse to love triumphing over 
cliche. 

Corporate headhunter Jamie (Ku¬ 
nis) woos talented website director 
Dylan (Timberlake) to New York 
with a view to securing his employ¬ 
ment at GQ magazine. 

She shows him around the city and 
quickly wins him over. 

Since they both have wounded 
hearts, Jamie and Dylan agree that 
it would be perfectly acceptable 
to enjoy no-strings-attached sex 
without any possibility of them 
falling for each other like the sappy 
Hollywood romantic comedies they 
both loathe. 

“No relationship, no emotions, just 
sex,” stipulates Jamie. 


While Dylan’s sexually voracious 
gay work colleague Tommy 
(Woody Harrelson) and Jamie’s 
hippy mother Lorna (Patricia 
Clarkson) foresee trouble on the 
horizon, the two professionals con¬ 
tinue with their agreement, blind 
to the 

consequences of their couplings. 
Meanwhile, Dylan and his sister 
(Jenna Elfman) contend with the 
deteriorating health of their father 
(Richard Jenkins). 

Friends With Benefits bears 
obvious similarities to the Natalie 
Portman-Ashton Kutcher comedy 
No Strings Attached from earlier 
this year. 

The two films peddle the myth that 
you can divorce sex and emotions, 
and in both cases, carnal desires 
kindle far deeper emotions for the 
bed-hopping protagonists. 
Timberlake and Kunis are ably 
supported by Harrelson in scene¬ 
stealing form and the resplendent 
Clarkson, who stumbles upon her 
daughter in flagrante and coos, 
“Ooh, it’s like the ’70s in here!” 

The subplot about Jenkins’s 
patriarch succumbing to Alzheim¬ 
er’s is lightly addressed, providing 
a modicum of substance beneath all 
of the fluffy wrapping.

England 
to call 
on Saint 
Paul? 

PAUL DORAN-JONES could be on his 
way to the World Cup after England 
sent injured prop Andrew Sheridan 
home. 

Doran-Jones, a summer signing 
from Gloucester, is on standby after 
being named in the initial 40-man 
provisional squad for the World Cup 
by England boss Martin Johnson. 

The RFU announced on Wednes¬ 
day morning New Zealand time that a 
shoulder injury had ended Sheridan’s 
World Cup and he will return home 
for treatment, subject to final approval 
from the tournament’s medical direc¬ 
tor, and he will be replaced in Eng¬ 
land’s 30-man squad. 

Sheridan had a shoulder operation 
in the summer and was replaced after 
an hour of England’s opening World 
Cup win against Argentina. 

England manager Martin Johnson 
is still to decide on the identity of 
Sheridan’s replacement and might 
not call one up, but if he does it 
seems to be a straight choice between 
Saints’ Doran-Jones and Wasps loose- 
head Tim Payne. 

Doran-Jones’ ability to play at 
loosehead and tighthead must make 
him favourite, especially as he ap¬ 
peared twice off the bench in last 
season’s Six Nations against Scot¬ 
land and Ireland, while Payne was 
not part of the squad. 

Johnson said: “We brought five 
props so we have options and we can 
bring another player out, but we will 
decide what to do about that in due 
course.” 

If Doran-Jones is called up that 
will make six Saints players in the 
England World Cup squad and nine 
in all participating in New Zealand. 

Meanwhile, Saints flanker Court¬ 
ney Lawes has been banned for two 
World Cup matches after being found 
guilty of recklessly striking Argen¬ 
tina hooker Mario Ledesma with his 
knee. 

The independent judicial officer 
Terry Willis, from Australia, reduced 
the ban from three to two weeks on 
account of Lawes’ ‘excellent discipli¬ 
nary record and remorse’. 
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
